History of the Seneca School System 


M*** people are not acquainted with the early history of the 

public school system of Seneca. In order that all may be 

able to have a more complete knowledge of its history we submit the 
following sketch: 


The first school conducted in Seneea was taught by Miss Addie Smith 
in the rear of the old Smith hotel, well known toall early settlers. School 
was later held in the Court Room of the Nemaha County court house 
until 1865; in 1864 the contract was let for the erection of the one story 
brick building which occupied the site upon which the Catholic church 
now stands. This building was completed and occupied in the Spring of 
1865, Abijah Wells and Miss Hattie Weber conducting the school. This 
was the beginning of the graded school system in Seneca and was the 
first time that more than one teacher was required to fill the demands of 
the community. This building answered the purpose until 1868, when a 
four-room, stone structure was erected upon the site which the present 
school now occupies. An addition of two rooms was added to this struc- 
ture some years later. 


In the year 1881, Jacob VanLoan died, leaving Three Thousand 
Dollars, under the provision of his will to School District No. 11. This 
sum the school board applied in building the VanLoan Memorial School, 
which was erected in the Third Ward and is now unoccupied. However, 
its further use is unnecessary on account of the erection of the present 
magnificent structure, which was completed in 1889, at a cost of Forty- 
five Thousand Dollars. 


The Seneca High School building, though not the largest, ranks as 
one of the most beautiful of its kind in Kansas. 
Its accommodations are ample, its faculty excellent, and its reputa- 


tion is widely extended. It is a source of pride to the citizens of this 
community. 
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For many years we’ve trod this walk, 
For many years we’ll love to talk, 
Recalling days when we were here, 
And pleasant memories to us so dear.
